BY MINN. ACTION 


INNEAPOLIS, MINN., 
Oct. 18.—Two develop- 
ments of outstanding impor- 
tance eccompany granting by 
the state Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission of a cer- 


tificate of convenience and 
necessity to operate buses on 
the state highways to the 
Northland Transportation 
Company, which is owned by 
the Great Northern Railroad.

One of these developments is a 
material reduction in bus fares on 
important routes, and the other is 
permission to the Northern Pacific 
Railroad to drop certain passenger 
trains which have been robbed of 
business by the bus service. 

The Northland is the company 
around which a $2,500,000 merger 
of bus lines has been arranged, but 
the certificate is granted only to the 
Northland. The’various lines in- 
volved in the merger must stand 
on their own merits in applying for 
certificates required under the new 
motor bus control act. 

The Red Bus line, one unit of 
the merger, had already been 
granted the coveted certificate, 
so the two companies operate 
buses over 1,000 miles of Minne- 
sota highways. The Northland 
alone operates fifty-one buses 
over seven routes. 
The Northland 

Twin City-Duluth 
through Minnesota and the other 
through Wisconsin. Its other 
routes are Duluth to Virginia, Du- 
luth to Brainerd, Ely to Virginia, 
Duluth to Port Arthur, Cloquet to 
Duluth and Cloquet to Carlton. 

The Northland was the first 
the state’s bus lines to have 
hearing, the hearings being held 
Duluth and Virginia. 

E. C. Wickman, general manager 
of the Northland, has announced 
that the revised schedule of fares 
called for in the commission order 
will be on the basis of 2% cents 
per mile over paved roads and 3 
cents over dirt and gravel roads, 
This will result in a reduction of % 
cent a mile on much of the com- 
pany’s mileage where 31 cents 
was being charged. 

“The Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company did not appear as 
an objector to the petition, but 
contended that if the caplication 
were granied certain trains then 
operated by it would of neces- 
sity be discontinued,” the State 
Commission said in its order. 
“The Northern Pacific Railway 
Company has heretofore and 
since its appearance at the hear- 
ing in the city of Duluth made 
application to this commission 
for the discontinuance of certain 
passenger trains, and such appli- 
cation has been granted.”

Of Foreign Possibilities 


ONTREAL, Oct. 13.—Some interesting facts regarding 

the foreign méerket for parts and accessories were 

given by M. L. Heminway, general manager of the Motor 

and Accessory Manufacturers’ Association, before the con- 
vention of that organization here last week. 


“IT went to Europe with an en- 
tirely open mind,” he said, ‘not 
especially interested in any particu- 
lar car or part. Traveling as rap- 
idly as I did, with very limited time, 
it was impossible for me to go 
deeply into any particular phase 
of subject. My ideas therefore are 
largely impressions gained through 
observation and general conversa- 
tion. 

“I visited Brussels, Amsterdam, 
Copenhagen, Oslo, Stockholm, Hel- 
singsfors, Berlin, Paris and Lon- 
don. In these countries there were 
registered the first of the year 
1,801,870 cars and trucks. These 
are nearly all makes, styles and 
ages. This variety presents the first 
obstacle to our replacement parts 
maker. There are very few 
or accessories adaptable to a large 
variety of car models and if a man- 
ufacturer could secure the entire 
market for his product for cars 
upon which it could be applied, the 
volume would be interesting. But 
he could not obtain the entire 
market for several reasons. 

“1, Competition with foreign 
makers who provided original 
parts and are able to supply re- 
placements for foreign cars 
from comparatively nearby 
points; 

“2. Competition with American 
ear builders whose volume of 
sales abroad justify their carry- 
ing reasonably large stocks of re- 
placement parts for their own 
cars; 

“3. Disposition of the foreign 
buyer, generally speaking, to 
favor his native manufacturer.

MISSOURI FEES 
HIT BIG TOTAL 


St. Louis, Oct. 13.—In the 
first eight months of the 
motor vehicle license law year 
the state of Missouri has 
licensed 586,196 motor  ve- 
hicles, of which 528,554 are 
automobiles and 57,608 trucks. 
These figures are complete to 
October 1, 1925. 


These licenses have brought a 
total of about $7,100,000 to the 
state roads fund. In the last 
license year there was a total of 
544,635 licenses issued, which 
brought $4,004,000 into the roads 
fund. Expectations are that there 
will be 600,000 motor’ vehicles 
licensed before the year closes, an 
increase of about 55,000 over last 
year. 

St. Louis shows the greatest 
increase of any city in the state. 
In 1924 St. Louis had a total of 
122,058 licensed motor vehicies. 
Up to October 1 of this year St. 
Louis had 129,682. 

The next greatest increase is in 
Kansas City, which last year had u 
total of 66,465, and has so far this 
year 70,576. 

The increase of 41,527 motor 
vehicles in the state is widely scat- 
tered and nearly every county 
shows an increase. 

The jump in the number of 
motor vehicles may be ascribed to 
better roads. Missouri is working 
on a road system of 7,620 miles. 
More than $65,000,000 has been 
spent in making 4,300 miles com- 
plete, while contracts have been let 
for’another $85,000,000.

Poor Roads Lead Mo- 

torists to Welcome 
Balloons 


PAB: Oct. 13 (U. T. P, 

S.).—The past few 
yeers have seen the once ex- 
cellent roads of France re- 
duced to a deplorable state by 
reason of the still unrepaired 
results of the war traffic and 
the growing use of heavy 
trucks. 

Consequently, abandoning hope 
of the roads being put in anything 
like their former condition, the 
French manufacturers are turning 
to bettering the suspension of their 
product, while at the same time the 
automotobile buying public is tak- 
ing with open arms to balloon tires 
| as another way to combat the road 
problem. 

These new tires are coming- into 
use here even on the light cars of 
five h. p. as well as on heavier 
machines, because the development 
of better suspension and springs 
removes any hesitancy the French 
maker may have had in the past 
about using heavy tires with com- 
paratively light cars. 

The use of balloon tires has been 
J shock a also by the growing use 








of shock absorbers which the public 
finds more than repays them for 
the extra care which must be given. 

The latest model of shock ab- 
sorber which has appeared on 
the market: here, and which has 
been received well, is the one 
which can be adjusted by the 
simple tightening of the screw 
which holds the spring on the 
drum. This has demonstrated 
its efficiency for absorbing as 
well as repelling shock. 

The task of keeping the arms of 
the springs well greased always 
found disfavor with the French 
public, and consequently a new and 
simple method of caring for the | 
springs, which removes the neces- 
sity of dismounting them, has found 
a warm welcome. This method con- 
sists of simply placing thick strips 
of leather in between the arms of 
the spring at irregular intervals, 
which strips are pierced with 
troughs filled with grease which 
keep the springs well lubricated 
for a long while, as each time the 
spring gives under the weight of 
the car the pressure squeezes out 
a portion of grease from the trough 
and causes it to spread evenly over 
the surface of the spring.

The company carries a stock 
which at inventory times is usu- 
ally valued at around $80,900, 
and includes such classes of 
products as: engine parts, axles, 
transmissions,, steering gears, 
springs, universal joints, clutches 
and bearings. 


Stock Control 
Control of stock is accom- 
plished by a perpetual inventory, 


using the Kardex system. One 
of the cards is reproduced with 
this article. Each one shows in 
parallel columns the order num- 
ber, customer’s invoice number, 
date, company’s invoice number, 
quantity of goods received, de- 
livered and balance left, unit 
price and running balance. At 
the bottom are spaces for re- 
cording the part number, the 
name of the article, price, the 
bin to which it is assigned, aisle 
in which the bin is located and 
the maximum and minimum 
stock figures. 


Employment of signals on the 
ecards helps in keeping supplies 
of each item at just the right 
amount. When the number of 
certain bearings, for instance, 
gets down toward the minimum 
figure, as indicated by the bal- 
,@nce on the card, the operator 
¥ ylaces a tag on it, and the buy- 
ing official is notified. The sys- 
tem also guards against carry- 
ing slow moving items for exces- 
sively long periods. It keeps the 
whole stock liquid and in a state 
of contant turnover, which is the 
real answer to profit in this busi- 
ness. 

But reliance is not put on the 
cards entirely. Errors creep in, 
no matter how carefully records 
are kept. Accordingly, this firm 
supplements its card system with 
frequent physical inventories, 
during which actual count shows 
the stock of each item on hand. 
In the physical inventory, every 
unit is checked against its card. 

specially fast moving stock is 
checked more often so that there 
need be no danger of the stock 
becoming too low and disap- 
pointing customers. 

Bin Arrangement 

Accessibility of all stock, in 
bins or othérwise, is a point in- 
sisted on here, and carried out. 
Stocks that are most frequently 
turned are placed in the handi- 
est places, so there will be no 
loss of time in getting them out 
to be sold. Over-the-counter 
sales are thus speeded up, and, 
shéuld there be a rush, no cus- 
tomer would be kept waiting un- 
duly long. A system like this 
also helps to get goods on the 
trucks quickly so they may be 
delivered on time. 

To promote handling in an 
orderly manner there are special 
bin cards, or labels, that are 
placed on the bins, giving de- 
scription, price and part number, 
in such a way that they can be 
read quickly by the stock clerk. 
The bins are alphabetically ar- 
ranged and whenever a new sec- 
tion is added the letter designa- 
tion is doubled. For instance, a 
new section added to that 
marked “A” would be then marked 
“AA,” thus maintaining continu- 
ity of type and position. The 
entire alphabet is exhausted here 
in bin designations and the man- 
ager and other employees know all 
the locations by heart. 

There are large bins in the rear 
of the department for such large 
articles as crank cases and cylin- 
der blocks, and axles and other

heavy parts are placed in the rear 
of the bins on racks. Some large 
units of stock are placed in boxes 
that have the stock number 
plainly painted thereon. 


No Cluttering 

The bin, rack and 
rangement thus is quite method- 
ical and eliminates any possi- 
bility of ‘‘cluttering,’’ because it 
is backed up by employees who 
know their job and never fail 
to put back in their allotted 
spaces any articles removed and 
not sold. 

Prompt deliveries are almost a 
religion with this company and 
the drivers are never out of con- 
tact with the house for a quick 
assignment, as they call up dur- 
ing their daily trips, by tele- 
phone, to ask if there are any 
orders, They also telephone 
when at the post office or ex- 
press stations after hauling stock 
there for shipment. 

When a customer places an 
order for goods not in stock the 
house orders the merchandise 
without fail on the same day and 
it is dispatched to the customer 
as soon as the merchandise has 
been checked off and entered on 
the Kardex record, from the 
packing slip.

Little Stories About Men You Know 








HARRY P. BRANSTETTER 


T was not long after Elwood 
Haynes drove the first auto- 
mobile into Chicago that Harry 
P. Branstetter, now Kissel dis- 
tributor there, 
made his ap- 
pearance on 
the motor hor- 
zon. His first 
real achieve- 
ment had to do 
with the sale of 
the Ford car. 
He was asso- 
ciated with R. 
H. Hall and 
Louis Peil and proved himself an 
aggressive exponent of sales. 
He was raised in Wooster, O., 
near the town where his cousin, 
garney Oldfield, lived. While still 
a young man he migrated to Chi- 
cago and entered the new busi- 
ness of selling automobiles. 
What might be called the turn- 
ing point in his career came 
when he met George A. Kissel. 
In a comparatively short time 
Mr. Branstetter became the Chi- 
cago representative of the Kissel 
Kar. An uninterrupted friend- 
ship has continued during many 
years between Mr. Branstetter 
and the president of the Kissel 
company. With the exception of 
a few years which he spent in 
Kansas City with the Cole car, 
he has continued to handle the 
Kissel in the Chicago territory. 
Mr. Branstetter has to his 
credit the erection of the first 





building in Chicago devoted ex- 
clusively to the sale and servicing 
of automobiles. It was a three- 
story structure at the northeast 
corner of Wabash Avenue and 
26th Street. It was a model au- 
tomobile structure, designed to 
cover every angle of the business 
from administration to car stor- 
age, and brought many dealers 
to Chicago for inspection. Many 
buildings were afterward erected 
throughout the country with the 
Branstetter building as a pat- 
tern. 

As an automobile merchant 
Mr. Branstetter is well known. 
He has the faculty of pushing 
any undertaking in which he be- 
comes interested to a successful 
issue. In this respect much of 
the credit for the growth of 
the Chicago Automobile Trade 
Association is due to his intelli- 
gent and untiring efforts. He 
was one of the founders of the 
trade body. Few men in the 
Chicago district give as much of 
their time to the promotion of 
trade association enterprises as 
Mr. Branstetter. - 

As a director of the organiz3- 
tion he has been chairman of 
such big movements as the used 
car show, the closed car show 
and civic activities in which the 
association participates. 

He will have charge of the used 
car show, which takes places this 
month, It will be the seventh 
exposition, and he has managed 
them all. 


Dealers Profit by 
Brake Tests 


Garage and_ service station 
owners in Kenosha, Wis., bene- 
fited through helping to sponsor 
a three-day brake testing pro- 
gram, put on recently by the traf- 
fic committee of the Kenosha 
Safety Council. The council asked 
for the co-operation of all deal- 
ers and as a result of this request 
all offered to adjust brakes 
brought to them by motorists. 
During the three days the tests 
were held 1,855 motorists pre- 
sented themselves for the tests, 
and of these an average of 35 
per cent. were found to have 
faulty brake equipment. 

Where the dealers reaped their 
greatest benefits was in relining 
brakes and in repairing other de- 
fects called to the attention of 
the driver as he took his test. 
All that was required of the 
driver was to come to a certain 
section of the city—which loca- 
tion changed each day—and stop 
his car at varied rates of speed. 

If his brakes came within the 
prescribed standards he was given 
a white sticker to paste on his 
windshield. If they were at fault, 
he was given a red ticket and 
urged to have them repaired by 
any Kenosha desler at once. The 
dealer gave him a white ticket in 
exchange for the red one as soon 
as the work was completed. The 
first tests were so successful! that 
plans are being made to make it 
an annual affair. 


SENDS INVITATIONS IN 
FORM OF TICKETS 


In connection with the ex- 
hibition of modern manufactur- 
ing methods held recently in the 
sales room of the Bates Chevrolet 
Company, New York city, an un- 
usual type of invitation was sent 
out to induce prospects to at- 
tend.

Or if the store is featuring any 
current bargain, he describes it 
to him. 

An effort is usually made to 
induce the prospect to pay a 
visit to the store, but if he doesn’t 
take kindly to this idea, the 
dealer endeavors to make an ap- 
pointment to come and see him. 

One of these two are success- 
ful in a majority of cases, and 
then a sale usually follows. 

Each telephone call occupies 
but a few minutes, and the whole 
twenty can be made in well 
under an hour and a half. Pros- 
pects for actual sales are located 
in this way every day, and at a 
minimum expenditure of time 
and effort. 

Many of the people called are 
old customers, who have not 
perhaps been coming in regu- 
larly. Others are names secured 
from the registration lists, or 
from observation of cars that 
evidently need new rubber.

Consul General Taboado is 
enthusiast when it comes to motor 
vehicles in the United States. He 
is also entirely familiar with the 
details of importation, having been 
consul general here for the past 
fifteen years. 

To illustrate how 
United States oecupies the motor 
vehicle market in Cuba the consul 
}general referred to some statistics 
lying on his desk. He took up the 
figures for 1921. In that year the 
number of motor vehicles imported 
into Cuba was 2,783 and the value, 
$3,676,749. The imports came from 
;eleven countries. One of these 
|countries was France, which stood 
lnext to the United States, and 
{France sold Cuba in that year 108 
ears valued at $180,822. In that 
|same year the United States sold 
|Cuba 2,549 motor vehicles valued at 
3,221,578. In other words, in 1921 
we sold Cuba 92 per cent. of the 
automobiles brought there that 
year. 

The figures for 1922 were sim- 
ilar. The motor vehicle market 
had fallen off that year and the 
total imports numbered only 
1,759 cars valued at $1,366,835. 

The imports of accessories, in- 
cluding parts, tell about the same 
story. In 1921 the imports of ac- 
cessories amounted to $2,450,964 
in value, coming from eleven coun- 
tries, The value imported from 
| France was $60,019 and from the 
| United States $2,257,929. The next 
year, 1922, the total value of motor 
accessories imported into Cuba’ was 
$3,883,555. Of this value France 
|; supplied $219,038 and the United 
States $3,575,935. 

Referring to the future of the 
American motor vehicle trade in 
Cuba, the consul general con- 
tinued: “American automobiles 
have the right of way in Cuba. Of 
;course, there is a high import tax 
lwhich increases the cost to the 
buyer amd no doubt somewhat 
limits the number bought by the 
Cuban people, but you should re- 
member that we give the Ameri- 
'ean manufacturer a_ preferential 
amounting to almost a half rate 
i}duty. 

“Lately there has been con- 
siderable interest in motor buses, 
and many lines of them have 
been established. As our road 
building program progresses the 
number of motor bus lines will 
keep increasing and other forms 
of motor transport will also 
grow. 

‘The transport of sugar, tobacco 
other products, one of the 
important of which is valuable 
will require many trucks 
and tractors, which are also in de- 
mand on the large sugar and 
tobacco plantations. 

“We need also many 
senger cars. Last year we im- 
ported from your country 7,914 
passenger cars valued at $4,195,603 
and 1,478 trucks with a value of 
$553 Better still, from our 
mutual standpoint, are the figures 
for the first seven months of this 
year, during which we imported in- 
to Cuba from the United States 
4,834 passenger cars and 1,255 
trucks valued respectively at $2,- 
838,978 and $624,977, which would 
indicate that this year will be a 
record.”
